Polio Clinic April 4 
To Use New Vaccine 


For the first time since an oral 
polio vaccine has been available, 
local adults will have an opportu- 
nity to acquire polio immunization 
at a public clinic. 

The Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce has announced plans for 
the first of two clinics, to be held 
outdoors, Saturday, April 4, at the 
rear of the Central School, from 
9:30 a.m, to 3:30 p.m. The second 
clinic, although not specifically 
set, will be in the first week of 
June, If the weather is bad, the 
Clinic will move inside the school. 

The Board of Health and state 
Department of Public Health have 
given approval to the clinic,

This vaccine, made of weakened, 
live strains of the three types of 
polio, is takenonly twice, The more 
familiar Sabin vaccine had to be 
taken three times.

Salaries Would Go Up 


The Legislature is currently considering a new minimum 
wage for school teachers — $5,000, in every community 


across the state. 


The Senate, in fact, passed the bill but it has stalled 
in the House, where an amendment to require the state to’ 
share the costs was adopted. This procedure has slowed, 
if not halted, the drive for passage of the bill. 

Many legislators believe that, since the state has set 
teachers’ minimum pays previously, it can be done again 
without serious threat to any principles of home rule. 


We believe differently. 


The current minimum — also set by the state — created 


a sizeable budget increase, 


by hauling all salaries up- 


wards in proportion to the increase for new teachers. The 
proposed boost will certainly cause all salaries to go up 
— it’s unreasonable to add money at the bottom of the 
ladder without changing each step along the way, and 
increasing the maximum proportionately. 

The Legislature is, in its efforts to upgrade salaries in 
a handful of small communities, hurting the rest of the 
towns and cities. For any such action will result in higher 
budgets and bigger appropriations a year hence. And 


there goes the tax rate, too!
